The modern idea of Big This and Big T hat is disturbing to normal 
and natural valuos. 
We need to be cured of this boasting of "the big­ 
gest in the world.” 
Not long ago I looked upon what is perhaps the 
largest diamond in the world, at least one of the largest. 
I have seen 
any number that to me appear more beautiful. 
Nature hides much 
of its exquisite secrets of beauty, for fear, perhaps, of the scramble of 
men for its exclusive possession. 
Eugene Field, the lovable poet of years gone by, was late to his 
wedding—because he couldn’t resist the temptation to stop along the 
way and play marbles with a group of small boys! 
The small act, from the big heart, lasts longest. 
The great ministry of C hrist was filled with illustrations of the im­ 
portance of little things. 
A grain of sand, a mustard seed, the widow’s 
mite, the plain woman at the well, the little fellow who climbed up in a 
tree that he m ight see th e great teacher-—for he was so small! 
Life and love, however, are either big or little—as we choose to 
make them.

Tin; extent to winch existing economic conditions have 
affected the territory supplied by the gas company is fully 
recognized and in a desire to cooperate with patrons and 
to stimulate a greater utilization of gas service, we take 
pleasure in announcing that new reduced rates have been 
filed with the Public Service Commission of Pennsylvania. 
In announcing the inauguration of these new low rates 
for gas service we believe it is important to advise it has 
not been practicable to effect a reduction in operating costs 
proportionate therewith and unless it is possible to obtain 
new customers and increase the volume of gas sales to 
present customers, there is no justification for this reduction. 
The prevailing low prices of competitive fuels such as 
coal and oil are, in our opinion, of a temporary nature only. 
However, such prices have materially affected our efforts to 
bring about a more general use of gas service and to pursue 
this policy as aggressively as in the past, we have modified 
the rates for gas service to meet the present temporary costs 
incident to the use of fuels other than gas.
